Upon this Account, and inpurſuatce of theſe ends, in your Declarations ſo often reite- 
rated, (wherein you calleithegrear God of Heaven to w itnes the ſincerity of your hearts, 
and invoked his heavieſt Iudgements on you, if you declined the proſecution of choſe juſt 
audi, or had any other thing in your eye) we willingly ventured the lives of our Husbands, 
Children, and Servants, and rob d our ſelves of qur deareſt injoyments, to che end that your 

hands might be ſtrengthened inthe performanceofall good, maugre the malice of your E- 
= nemics: By whoſe endeavours (ag ers bl ) you have protected, and your 
8 Peace purchaſed with the lives of of our ids, Children, and Servants- 
et ſo it , that our eyes have fayled with looking for the performance of thoſe things 
7 =. hich you then ſo freely promiſed, and declared tobe the Peoples due, and your duty to per- 
ne: Bur onthe contrary, we have been exrreatuly ſencible of a greater {lavery, then 
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our Husbands, Children, and Servanes fought againſt.

F conſtituted ſhould conſiſt the Peoples ſafety : But with ſorrow of heart we are inforced 
to ſay that by this Houſe our ſufferings are procured jand continued; And whereas you 
ſhould joynas one man for to preſerve the Peoples Peace, you divide into factions, and 
thereby occaſion bloody Wars, and employ that power, which was given you to preſerve,

The Conſideration hereof hath induced us to make one eſſay more, (not knowing whether yet at 


laſt God may open your eyes and let you ſee thoſe things that belong unto your Peace) and to try if 
it be poſſible to obtain from you the ſpeedy execution of Juſtice without reſpe of perſons , an 
eaſe of Taxes,” 4 reflauration of Trade, a account of the publike Treaſure, Maintenance for
